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In reply to the December 5, 2007 personal interview, Applicant provides a Summary 
of Substance of Interview. Applicant appreciates the courtesies extended by Examiner Mruk 
to Applicant's representative during the personal interview. 

During the personal interview, Applicant's representative traversed the rejection of 
claims 1-9 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over U.S. Patent No. 5,757,399 to Murayama et al. in 
view of U.S. Patent No. 6,375,305 to Sugimoto et al. 

As agreed during the personal interview, and as reflected by the Examiner's comments 
in the Interview Summary, the combination of Murayama and Sugimoto cannot reasonably be 
considered to have suggested a secondary recovery portion including an ink absorber, which 
draws and absorbs the ink due to a capillary phenomenon from the primary recovery portion 
by contacting the ink absorber to the primary recovery portion to recover the ink, as recited in 
independent claim 1 .
